TW, of known reliability, advised that BUCA2& a Counselor at 
the Tugoolav Brtasa y, departed fra* Washington, D. C», on September 6, 1951, 
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T!*t> 105-1003 

for San Francisco, California, accompanied by his wife SRIKA and 
Assistant Director of the Yugoslav Information Center in iJew York* T*l 
advised the purpose of this trip to the coast fay BUCAR and SOIC wa 3 to cove- 
the events of tLe Japanese Peace Treaty Conference and aj .30 to act as cffac?.al 
representatives of, the Yugoslav government while attending the court fteari?iga 
concerning AKER TJMfARlUKQVICH * AR3CUX0VICH is reportedly a former leader of ti> 
USTASHI, who collaborated with the Germans during World War II, The present 
^ITO government is presently attempting to hare ARXCXOVICH deported to 
Ttigoalavia for his aliened war crimes against that country. BUCAR was also ^ 
directed to attend the recent elections held by the Croatian fraternal Union. 

T-2, of known reliability, advised Subject's wife ERIKA left 
San Francisco for Washington, D. C* , on September 11, 1951, aboard suited States 
Airlines* 



M, previously mentioned, related that on September 22 , 1951, Hi CAR 
was in Dos Angeles, California, in the campary of RZADEH SOIC, both of 7rhom 
were staying at the BAltmore Hotel In Dos Angeles* At this time, SOIC was 
following the events of the ARTUROVICH case while BUCAR was in Dos Angeles 
to attend the Croatian fraternal- Union convention* Source advised that BUCAR 
w ns very pleased with the results of the CFU elections as, for* the most part, 
the anti-TlTO f notions were defeated* 

TUI continued that Ambassador VLADIMIRSKI VIC was very displeased 
with BUCAR and SOIC as th«y had not informed the fitbassy of the results of the 
CFU convention by report fora, which they were instructed to do before leaving 
for California* As a result of this. Ambassador POPOVIC instructed BUCAR to 
return to Washington, D% C*, and furthermore, neither BUCAR or SOIC wero to 
hold any press conferences, particularly relating to the Yugoslav fc oYcroaont»3 
attitude toward the court proceedings concerning AND&XJA A&TUKOVICH. Although 
Ambassador PQPOVIC ordered BUCAR to return to Washington immediately, that being 
on September 25, source advised that BUCAR did not leave California for several 
days following these instruction*. 

T-l further advised that HjCAR and SOIQ departed from the Biltaiora 
Hotel at Los Angeles on September 25, and proceeded to San Francisco* 

P-2, previously mentioned, advised that while in San Francisco, 

BUCAR And SOIC stayed at the home of Consul SIHia^KOSUTIC* Source continued 
that BUCAR was anxious to discuss the elections of the Croatian Fraternal Union 
which were scheduled to come up at the Los Angeles convention in mid-September, 
with Consul General RAFCKfVAWCSVIC* However, this was not possible at the time 
BUCAR was in San Francisco} as IVABC3VIC was attending a court proceeding in 
Montana.

BUCAR and SOIC went to Los Angeles by automobile on September 1U. 
and at«yed at the Biltnoro Hotel, where they remained until September 25. 

T^2 related th*t while in Ins Angeles, Subject and SOIC observed the convention 
of the Croatian Fraternal Onion and also the proceedings in the case of ANPiilJA 
ARTUKOVlca. AKDRIJA AHTUXOVICH is former Croatian Minister of the Interior 
under ANTS PAVELIC, whom the present Tugoslav government is accusing of murders 
during the Nasi occupation. 

T-3 of Known reliability* advised that Subject and SOIC arrived in 
Los Angeles on September Ib> 1951* and after arriving there they stayed at the 
Wild Beer Han, .1377 Heat Sunset Boulevard. In* Angeles. t-3 pointed out that 
the WQd Deer Inn is owned by one HELBiSduTOVIC, a friend of RAFO I?ANCEVIC.. 
Tugoslav Consul General in San Francisco* 

T-3 continued that Sobjeit had Informed HHJQI BAUTOVIO that he and 
SOIC did not want anyone to know of their whereabouts in Los Angeles* because 
they were there on a vacation and did not wish to be bothered by visitors . 

It was subsequently learned ty the ins Angeles office that EDGAR and 
SOIC stayed at the Biltmore Hotel during moat of their visit in Los Angeles* 
but this fact was unknown. to moat of their friends in apd about hoa Angeles. 

. T-b* of known reliability* advised that WLA1KH SOIC had told source 
that he* SOIC* and RCCAR were staying at the Senator Hotel in Los Angeles. 
However* T-h subsequently learned that they did not stay at the Senator Hotel 
but stayed at the BUtmare Hotel* T-4 further related that BOCAR and SOIC 
were very woch Interested in the proceedings of the Croatian Fraternal Union 
convention, which was held in los Angeles from September 16 to 25* 1951* This 
convention was held at the Alexandria Hotel at fifth and Spring Streets* 

Los Angeles* T-li also advised that BOCAR had made the fact known to one 
MICHOLA^nJICK of los Angelas* that the Yugoslav government was very anxious 
to secure custody of AKDRIJA ARTUKOTTCH* and in this connection, the Tugocl&v 
* go ve rnm e nt' wanted to secure as much publicity as possible* favorable to its 
efibrts in attempting to extradite AWtSCOHtfH* . 

T-5 of known reliability* advised that BOCAR and SOIC were in 
San Pedro* California* on September 23* 1951* They, case to San Pedro In 
order to attend the annual fishermen 1 s fiesta* While in Sen Pedro* they ware 
guests on a boat owned by one NICJftdURSICH* They were also guests of JACK 
DESPOL* the President of the TugosAav^American Club in San Pedro* 

T-J* adrisad that NICK OUBSICH is a retired well-to-do finheruan, vtio 
is an official of the fugo-American Club and ia considered rather conservative 
in his views* 
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T-6 of known reliability* advised that BUCAR returned to Washington, B . C* 
fro* California on October 3* 1951* According to source* BOCAR urns on the coast 
mainly to follow the events of the ARTUROVICH case* but upon. returning to the 
awy at Tfcshlngtoo, D. C** did not appear anxious to dtaousstbe iRTUXO?XCH 
■attar with wyoae at tha Bmbasay with, thw aaccaptloa of Ambassador POPOVIC. •

T-l. stated the Subjeot did Subsequently depart for Cleveland* Ohio* 
on Rorambar 3* 1951, by Capital Airlines number 907* Subject remained xa 
Cleveland, Ohio* until the afternoon' of Rrrember 6* 1951* -at which time be 
departed for Rittjkurgh* Pennaylvazila, by Capital Airlines* 

T-l continued that BDCAR was to meet Bd&t^UQtyCAJt of the Ttagoslav 
Consulate off HewYork when he arrived in Pittsburgh. . gaee source related that 
I£ttCAR we* e’ close associate off the. Subject .and was reportedly carrying acme 
Important pipers wfadLoh BDCAR did not wish .to. carry en rotate bo Pittsburgh 
through: Cleveland * as be 'was' afraid someone might atteept to steal them, 

T-7 and T-3* both -of .known reli ability*- advised that during the week 
. off November 5* 1951V Subject and BUDR LCKCAR* previously Identified* were in 
Pittsburgh* Pennsylvania, M and T-d related that the purpose of the visit 
off BDCAR ahd hONCAR whs in connection with tire ‘reception to be held ty the 
- Yugoslav Betas ay. at. Washington j D. C«* on November 29* 1951* rrareamriiretliig tin 
founding of the present Ttagoslav goVertreeot*. and, that these representatives off 
. the Yugoslav govertreeot were in Pittsburgh contacting various ln^Vldaala who 
were to be invited to the .reception. Both T-7*nd T-d advised that to their, 
knowledge BDCAR and LQNGAR made no significant contacts while In the Pittsburgh 
area and that their time was oonsireed entirely by the contacts made, with reference 
to the aboTe-mentlooed reception. 
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T-7 related that LOW CAR had been in contact with KOSIO IWhOVIC, Honorary 
Yugoslav Consul at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. T-7 continued that UNKOVIC is usuolly 
contacted by vy rcpre sen t at ive of t ha Yugoslav government cooing to the Fitts mirgh 
area as UHK07IC is widely known in Yugoslav circles and is able to arrange appointments 
Vi tlx influential persona of Yugoslav origin in the Pittsburgh area. T~? 
continued the primary concern of the Yugoslav ^overment in making contacts in 
Pittsburgh is to develop good will Wowarda the present Yugoslav government and that 
to this end from tine to time # various officials of the Yugoslav Lab a 3*7 or the 
Tuftotlsr Consulate in New York, visit Pittsburgh for the purpose of determining 
the general situation aa to the relationship between the Yugoslav goveranent and 
the various organizations and individuals of Yugoslav origin in the Pittsburgh area. 

T-9, of known reliability, advised that Subject's wife, ERZXA, had 
on November 6, 1951, adrlsed source that her hushgnd 1UXOS was reportedly in 
Cleveland. However, be was expected to have returned on that date, namely 
November 6. EEIXA further informed T-9 that her husband had not ©onmunicated 
with the Zfcbuaqr to explain wty he had been delayed in returning to Washington. 

T-b, prtviouy^r mentioned, advised that Subject Is frequently in 
conference with DUSAN MAKIN X07IC , Assistant Yugoslav Commercial Attache, stationed 
at Washington, D. C. T-6 has previously identified BUCAR as the UEBa (Secret Police) 
agent attached to the Embassy and It was not unlikely that MARINXOVIC would be the 
IjQDBa agent attached to the office of the Yugoslav Commercial Counselor In 
Washington, B. C. Source advised that on November 23, 1951, Subject held one of 
these frequent conferences with KARINXOVIC, that Immediately following this 
conference, BUCAR made plans to depart that same day, November 23, for Cleveland, 

Ohio, and following his visit in CLereland, be intended to depart for Chicago, 

Illinois . T-l and T-6 confined SUGAR'S departure for Cleveland aboard Capital 
Airline* on November 23, 1951* T-o related it was not known if BUCAR subsequently 
Visited Chicago following his trip to Cleveland. However, ho was scheduled to 
arrive at Chicago on November 2b, 1951* 

W. advised that Subject departed for New York on December 13, 1951 3 via 
Pennsylvania Railroad. The purpose of Subject's trip to New York was not known by 
source. 

T-10, of known reliability, advised that Subject has on numerous occasions 
been in cootaot with one BEATIUC^pUNTER, who resides at the Claridge Hotel while in 
Washington, D. C*

X-6 has previously Identified BEATRICE HUNTER as a person of Yugoslav origin 
who was known as TRANCSS^AUCHAR and is presently engaged in the business of import 
and export. She ia presently attempting to secure some business with the Yugoslav 
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^oT«rrMQt as they are presently in the narket for many and various typer of 
material* T-6 related that Subject recently granted HUNTER a visa to visit 
Yugoslavia, which visa was node valid for three nenths. 

T-l has adviced that BEATRICE HUNTER has for some tin a been Attempting 
to secure marine engines for the TugoslaV/government and in this connection, has for 
the most part been in contact with IVA1J^*^ANI)IC> a Yugoslav national * who is in this 
country representing Yugoslav shipping. 

T-10 advised that on December 3, 1951* BUC1R and his iaaxly moved from 
their former residence on Newton Street to 1526 Ogden Street, Northwest, vra 5 M.nj.tmij 
D. C. Same source advised that EUCAR*a wife ERIKA gave birth to a sou at Doc'-', 
Hospital on November 3, 1951* Concern, ng this son* T-9 advised that both ih* 
Subject and his wife ERIKA were vary unconcerned regarding the addition to tho 
family and that ERIKA was not joyful at the event and refused to see her son, 
stating that he would be brought op by her mother- in-law, who is residing witr. 
the BUCAR. family. 

T-6 advised that BUCAR continues in the capacity as Counselor at tho 
Embassy and as such is mainly concerned with the issuing of Yugoslav visas to 
Americans wishing to visit that country. Source further related that the three 
code clerks in the Embassy all come under tha direct jurisdiction of KJCAB.. In 
this regard* source advised that BUCAR was mainly responsible for having IfILUTIK 



^KyuXELIC, the former code clerk* transferred to Yugoslavia because of bi3 unsat is 
factory conduct. To replace VUKELIC, jt new code clerk arrived at the Bobsssy in 
December* 1951 1 by the name of BHANXp^AHino. Source advised that CAKULO ‘was 
formerly the code olftrk attached to the Tughslav legation in Ottawa* Canada. 
QAmnn is marriedj however* his wife JEUMAfl as of January 1* 1952* was still 
known to be residing in Ottawa. ' 

T-l advised that BUCAR* during the latter part of November* 1951* was 
scheduled for transfer either to New York or Yugoslavia. BUCAR* s tran5f«-r 
deferred due u the fact that it was Impossible for his wife to travel after 
giving birth to a son. 

T— 6 has on numerous occasions advised that BUCAR* s position at the 
Babas av is uncertain in that ha definitely does not have the qualifications of 
a Counselor entrusted with the work of propaganda, as he 1s by nature not 
sufficiently aggressive. 
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
